Air  Transportation 
Sounds  Expensive  —  But  Is  It? 


Let's  compare  costs.  Imagine  that  your  deputy,  attorney,  and  one  additional 
member  of  your  staff  are  required  to  accompany  you  to  an  important  meeting  in  Sidney. 
It  is  a  one  day  meeting  starting  at  9:30  a.m.  and  ending  about  4:00  p.m. 

First  of  all,  to  get  to  Sidney  by  commercial  air  carrier  will  require  two  overnights  in 
Billings,  therefore,  you  might  as  well  drive.  If  all  four  of  you  ride  in  the  agency  station 
wagon  you  have  459  miles  ahead  of  you.  The  speed  limit  is  55  mph,  so  let's  figure  an 
average  speed,  including  fuel,  food  and  rest  stops,  at  40  mph.  That  is  an  1 1  lh  hour  day — 
wasted.  Chalk  up  46  working  hours  wasted  at  about  $10.00  per  hour  —  $460.00.  Add 
another  $.128  a  mile  for  the  car  —  $58.75.  Now  add  in  per  diem  —  another  $112.00. 
Already  you  have  spent  $630.75  and  now  you  are  ready  for  the  meeting. 

After  the  meeting  you  are  facing  the  same  expenses  to  get  back  to  Helena,  plus 
$40.00  per  diem  for  the  meeting  day.  So,  by  the  time  you  get  home  that  meeting  in 
Sidney  has  cost  your  agency  about  $1,301.50  which  does  not  include  salaries  for  the 
one  day  meeting.  In  addition,  92  working  hours  have  been  wasted.  Decisions  have  been 
delayed,  appointments  postponed,  mail  piles  up  and  so  do  problems.

Now,  let's  consider  flying.  An  Aeronautics  Pool  airplane  would  have  you  there  in 
less  than  two  hours.  You  could  leave  about  7:15  that  morning  and  be  home  for  dinner  by 
about  6:00  p.m.  that  night.  Total  cost  of  air  transportation  —  $325.00  for  the  A-36;  about 
$547.00  for  the  Baron;  and  about  $607.00  for  the  Duke.  Added  up  you  could  have  saved 
anywhere  from  $976.50  to  $694.50.  You  don't  start  out  the  next  day  worn  out  from 
driving  the  previous  night  to  get  home,  confronting  three  days  of  accumulated  mail, 
messages  and  problems.  Although  no  indirect  dollar  value  except  salaries  and  per  diem 
has  been  place  on  the  92  working  hours  lost  driving  —  you  may  feel  it  worth 
considering.  You  have  gained  92  work  hours  in  your  office  —  that  means  productivity  is 
increased.  Flying  does  save  you  money  —  and  your  nerves. 

You  may  also  wish  to  consider  the  safety  aspect  of  using  air  transportation  versus 
driving  on  snow  drifted  and  icy  roads  during  the  long  winter  months.  Statistics  prove 
that  air  transportation  is  many  times  safer  than  automobile. 

Another  note  —  The  same  kind  of  economy  can  be  realized  by  bringing  official 
board  members  to  Helena  by  plane. 

Who  can  fly?  Personnel  of  all  state  agencies  and  some  state  funded  foundations 
can  make  use  of  the  air  transportation  pool  at  the  Aeronautics  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Community  Affairs.  Service  is  offered  24  hours  per  day,  seven  days  a 
week,  and  all  twin  engine  aircraft  are  all  weather  equipped.  Each  plane  seats  five 
passengers.  Pilots  are  required  to  maintain  the  highest  degree  of  proficiency  and  will 
insure  safe  and  pleasant  travel.
